To the Voters of the Town of Dorset: 

In accordance with the request of the Town Auditors, I have 
assisted them in the preparation of the annual report of the 
Town of Dorset, for the year ending December 31, 1952. 

The sequence of the Financial reports has been changed from 
the order in which they appeared in the annual report of the 
previous year. With this change, the reports of the Town Offi- 
cers are arranged in an order that should be easier to follow.

MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
March 4, 1952 


Pursuant to the foregoing warning and notification the legal 
voters of the Town of Dorset met in Town Meeting at the Schoo! 
Hall in East Dorset, on the 4th day of March, 1952, at ten 
o’clock in the morning to transact the following business: 

The Moderator, Paul White, called the meeting to order at 
ten o’clock and called a short recess to give everyone possible a 
chance to be present. 

The meeting was called to order again at 10:20 by the Modera- 
tor and the following business took place: 

Art. 1. To hear the report of the Town Officers and to take 
proper action thereon. 

John H. Stannard gave a detailed explanation of the Quad- 
rennial Appraisal as carried out with the new revaluation in 
1950. He also reviewed the State laws concerning proper 
action in regard to Quadrennial Appraisal. After a lengthy 
discussion John H, Stannard made the motion that the Quad- 
rennial Appraisal of 1950 be treated as defective and invalid 
under Sec. 688 for the reason that it was erroneously carried 
out as a process of assessment instead of as directed under 
Sec. 684 to be a new appraisal of real estate at its just value 
in money. And further that the Quadrennial Appraisal be cor- 
rected and made a record of valuations arrived at, as true 
value in money described as ‘“Market Value” in the cards used 
at time of Appraisal and that this record of valuations be the 
basis of preparing the Grand List for the years 1952, 1953, 1954. 

John N. Stannard seconded this motion. After further dis- 
cussion it was so voted. 

James Stannard made the motion to accept the reports of 
the Town Officers as printed in the Town Report. Charles 
Nichols seconded this motion and the motion was carried. 

Art. 2. To elect Town Officers for the ensuing year. To be 
voted.on by Australian Ballot.

To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxa- 
tion or otherwise to pay the current expenses and indebted- 
ness of the Town, 

Frederick Gilbert made the motion that the Town raise mon- 
ey by taxation to pay the current expenses and indebtedness 
of the Town. Raymond Swan seconded the motion and it was 
so voted. 

Art. 4. To see if the Town will accept the provision made by 
law for the payment of taxes to the Town Treasurer. 

Stanley Hinkley made the motion to adopt this article. The 
motion was seconded and voted. 

Art. 5. To determine by vote the date on which taxes shall 
be payable and what discount if any, not to exceed four per 
cent, shall be allowed if paid on or before the specified time 
or what interest shall be charged, if any, for delinquency. 

Ford Shroder made the motion that the poll taxes be paid on 
or before July lst, property taxes be paid on or before October 
lst and a discount of 4% if paid on or before the specified time. 
Raymond Swan seconded the motion and*the motion carried. 

Art. 6. Shall the names of delinquent taxpayers of both 
Poll and Real Estate Taxes be published in the Town Report. 


Frederick Whittemore made the motion that the names of 
delinquent taxpayers of both Poll and Real Estate Taxes le 
published in the Town Report. Edward Eggleston seconded the 
motion and it was so voted. ; 

Art. 7. To see if the Town will vote to have the minutes of 
Town Meeting printed in the Town Report. 

Frederick Whittemore made the motion to adopt this article. 
The motion was seconded and carried. 


Art. 8. To see what compensation the Town will vote to pay 
its Town Officers. 


James Stannard made the motion to pay the School Directors 
as provided in their budget and to pay the member in his second 
year of office the added sum to keep the books. Guy Stone 
seconded this motion and it was so voted. 

Frederick Gilbert made the motion to pay the Town Officers 
the same as last year, $6.00 per day. H. G. Stone seconded 
this motion and it was so carried. 

Art. 9. To see what compensation the Town will vote to 
pay the Overseer. 

Sidney Meachem made the motion to pay the Overseer a 
salary of $480.00 as last year, plus 6c per mile for actual travel, 
plus cost of telephone calls. This motion was seconded and 
so voted. 

Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to pay a Selectman 
$500.00 per year to keep records. This Selectman to be the 
one in his second year of office. 
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Frederick Whittemore made the motion to adopt this article. 
John N. Stannard seconded the motion and the motion was 
carried. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town Will vote to have its fiscal year 
end on December 31, 1952. 

Perry Peltier made the motion that the Town have its fiscal 
year end on December 31, 1952. Frederick Whittemore second- 
ed this motion and it was so voted. 


Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation ct 
$125.00 for the proper observance of Memorial Day. — 


James Stannard made the motion that the Town vote an 
appropriation of $125.00 for the proper observance of Mem- 
orial Day. Frank Lindsey seconded this motion. It was so 
voted. 

Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of 
$300.00, or any other amount, to the Dorset Library. 


Carleton Howe made the motion to appropriate $300.00 as 
stated, This motion was seconded and carried. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of 
$300.00, or any other amount, to the East Dorset Fire District, 
amount voted to be placed in the building fund for a Fire House, 
which shall also house the East Dorset Library. 


Frederick Gilbert made the motion to appropriate $300.00 
as stated. Raymond Swan seconded this motion. The motion 
was so voted. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote a sum of $2,000.00 with 
its attendant tax rate of 16.6 cents to match State Funds at the 
ratio of 2 parts by State to 1 part by Town for hard surfacing 
a portion of the West Road. 


Ford Shroder made the motion that this appropriation be 
approved. This motion was seconded and voted. 


Art. 16. Will the Town authorize the auditors of the Town 
to employ the services of an accountant from the office of the 
Auditor of Accounts as provided for in Sections 3603 to 3608 
inclusive, Chapter 163 of Vermont Statutes, Rev. 1947, to 
conduct an audit of the accounts of the Town. 


John N. Stannard made the motion that the Town hire a 
Public Accountant if any was to be hired. This motion was 
withdrawn. Ford Shroder made the motion not to accept Ar- 
ticle 16. This motion was seconded and voted. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will vote a sum of $2,000.00 to 
match State Funds at the ratio of 2 parts by the State to 1 part 
by Town on State Aid No. 3 road, starting at the junction of 
Route 7 in a westerly direction for improving and hard surfac- 
ing. This requires a tax of 16.6 cents. 


H. G. Stone made the motion to adopt Article 17. Alice 
Read seconded this motion, The motion was so voted. 


Art. 18. To vote by Australian Ballot on the following 
questions: 
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Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages ‘by 
granted in this town? Yes, 183; no, 70. . 

Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? Yes, 183; 
no, 70. 

Art. 19. To vote by Australian Ballot on the following 
questions: 

Shall baseball be permitted after 2:00 P. M. on Sunday in 
this Town? Yes, 152; no, 17. 

Shall moving pictures be permitted after 6:00 P. M. on 
Sunday in this Town? Yes, 152; no, 17. 

Shall lectures and concerts be permitted after 6:00 P. M. on 
Sunday in this Town? Yes, 152; no, 17. 

Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and em- 
power the Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commis- 
sioners. . 

Raymond Swan made the motion to dismiss this article. 
The motion was seconded and voted. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Australian 
Ballot System for the election of Town Officers. 


Raymond Swan made the motion to adopt this article. This 
motion was seconded and voted. 


Art. 22. Shall the Town vote to adopt Daylight Saving Time 
from the last Sunday in April until the last Sunday in Sep- 
tember of the current year. 

Sidney Meachem made the motion to adopt this article. 
Carleton Howe seconded this motion and the motion was 
carried. 

The meeting was recessed for lunch. 

The meeting was called to order again at one o’clock by the 
Moderator. 

Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 with its attendant tax rate, to be used in coop- 
eration with State and Federal funds for controlling the spread 
of White Pine Blister Rust in the Town of Dorset. 

Carleton Howe made motion that we make this appropria- 
tion. This motion was seconded and voted. 

Art. 24. What amount, if any, in excess of that required 
by law shall the Town School District pay for High School 
Tuition. 

Stuart Gilbert made the motion that the Town School] Dis- 
trict pay the same as last year, the sum of $125.00. Rev. Don 
Ivan Patch seconded this motion and it was voted. 

Art. 25. To see if the voters of the Town Schoo! District 
will vote to authorize the School Directors to purchase a 
new school bus for the East Side, the cost not to exceed 
$4,000.00. 

Frederick Whittemore made the motion that a committee 
of five be appointed with power, after a thorough investiga- 
tion of the possibility of repairing the old bus and finding 
it beyond repair, to spend up to $4,000.00 toward a new school 
bus. This motion was seconded and it was so voted. 
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The Moderator appointed the following committee. Acting 
Chairman Guy Stone. Members, John N. Stannard, Leland 
Beebe, Stuart Gilbert and Arthur Steere. 

Art 26. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to acquire 
by gift or purchase land for a municipal forest, to promote re- 
forestation, water conservation and good forestry practices? 


Carleton Howe made the motion to disregard this article. 
This motion was seconded and voted. 

Art. 27. To act on the 1952 Budget and its attendant tax 
rate, as prepared by the Town Officers. 


James Stannard made the motion that we accept the budget 
as prepared by the Town Officers with the various items voted 
from the warning added to it, less the amount of $4,000.00 
for the school bus. This giving us an attendant tax rate of 
$5.977 to be adjusted to the new grand list. This motion 
was seconded and it was so voted, 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to instruct their Rep- 
resentative to the 1953 Legislature to vote for the repeal of 
the bill which prohibits the sale of Colored Oleo in this State. 
Ford Shroder made the motion to vote in favor of this article. 
Frederick Whittemore seconded this motion and it was so 
voted. 

Art. 29. To transact any other business proper to come 
before this meeting. 

John N. Stannard made the motion that the Town employ 
a Public Accountant to assist the Auditors in preparing next 
year’s report. Rev. Don Ivan Patch seconded this motion 
and it was so voted. 

Guy Stone made the motion to have the Town insert in next 
year’s warning an article to be voted on by Australian Ballot 
and to read as follows: 

Will the Town vote to take advantage of the provisions of 
chapter 166 of the Vermont Statutes, Revision of 1947, and 
authorize the selectmen to employ a Town Manager. Burnham 
Hawley seconded this motion and it was so voted. 

James Stannard made the motion that the Town employ a 
surveyor or one qualified to locate the glebe land’s exact lo- 
cation. This motion was seconded and voted. 

The following Town Officers took the Oath of Office upon 
their election: James Bebee, Robert Brock, John N, Stannard, 
Byron Bowen, Janice Stone, Perry Peltier, Ada Towslee, George 
Streeter, jr., Charles Nichols. The acting Justice of the Peace 
was H. G. Stone. 

James Stannard made the motion that the meeting be ad- 
journed. This motion was seconded. It was so voted.

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MEETING OF SELECTMEN AND LISTERS 


COPY OF MINUTES OF A MEETING WITH SELECTMEN 
AND LISTERS TO CORRECT GRAND LIST. 


Minutes of a meeting held in the Town Clerk’s office Wed- 
nesday evening, March 26, 1952, with the following present: 
Board of Selectmen (Paul White, James Stannard, Edward 
Leary), Board of Listers (Clyde McWayne, John Stannard, 
Ernest McDaniels), Senator Carleton Howe, Justice of the 
_ Peace Henry Stone and Assistant Town Clerk Guy S. Stone. 

Paul White read the first Article of the Minutes of Town 
Meeting as pertaining to the listers. A discussion on the re- 
adjustment of the Quadrennial Appraisal figures followed. 

Ernest McDaniels stated that a percentage of the property 
was not inspected for appraisal and therefore could not adjust 
these values until they were reappraised. 

There was a lengthy discussion of the systems used for 
setting valuations on properties in the Town of Dorset and 
other Towns. 

John Stannard read a section of the Vermont Statutes in- 
dicating no provision for using a per cent of true value for 
the anmpraisal value. 

John Stannard gave a report of the meeting in Montpelier 
with Tax Ccmmissioner Morrison who was in sympathy with 
the vote of the people in Dorset on the Quadrennial question. 

Carleton Howe wanted to know the objections to raising the 
property values to their true value as voted. There was no 
reasonable objections presented. 

Henry Stone wanted to know if it was done in this manner of 
1/5 market value because certain properties. were not gone 
over. The Listers agreed that this was the reason. 

Clyde McWayne stated that until recently he had not given 
the matter much serious thought as it didn’t seem to make 
much difference. 

John Stannard gave further reasons for his insistence on 
following the Vermont Statutes. 

Paul White stated that he could see no reason why the vote 
of the people could not be carried out. 

There was discussion of readjustment of Mountain land 
which was not appraised at Quadrennial. 

James Stannard asked if the vote of the people would be 
carried out. 


Ernest McDaniels stated that they would carry out the vote 
of the people if it was necessary. 

James Stannard asked for the assurance of the listers that 
the required work on the Quadrennial would be done. 
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The Listers of the Quadrennial asked for official notification 
of action on this matter at Town Meeting and stated that 
they would notify the Selectmen of their decision. 

The Assistant Town Clerk gave the listers a copy of the min- 
utes of Town Meeting as relating to this question, which was 
to act as their official notice.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


January 23, 1953 
Members of the Dorset Schoo] Board: 


While the enrollment of the Dorset schools appears to be 
declining slightly, the pupils are so distributed as to make 
the Dorset Village school somewhat crowded. The program of 
interior painting and floor cleaning carried out there this past 
summer did much to add to its attractiveness, but there is 
still opportunity for improvement, especially in the hall and 
stairway to the second floor. The floors at East Dorset should 
receive similar treatment, and there is a question of possible 
fuel saving there with some insulation of the building, That 
building has no usable facilities for a hot lunch program such 
as the Dorset pupils enjoy. 

There were 162 pupils enrolled in September compared with 
166 last year, and a few new pupils have moved in. The aver- 
age enrollment for the last school year (July to June) was 173 
with 98 boys and 75 girls. 124 of these were promoted to their 
next grade without condition, while 14 were promoted on con- 
dition, and 15 not promoted. The achievement test of last 
May revealed 70% of the pupils at or above grade on the 
basis of nation-wide standards which is quite satisfactory, 
though capable of improvement. It was better than the pre- 
vious year. The 8th grade made the best showing with 78.6% up 
to grade, and an especially good showing in English of 92.8. 

The East Dorset school is making excellent use of the pro- 
jector purchased last year with informative films being shown 
on a regular schedule. A strip film projector with a gradually 
growing film library for it would be a very useful addition to 
the teaching equipment of the school. Another welcome ad- 
dition to the equipment at the Dorset school would be darken- 
ing shades in the second fioor front room. 

Budgeting this year is a bit uncertain owing to possible 
changes in salary requirements and state aid distribution by the 
legislature now in session, but any legislative action may be 
known by town meeting time when any required changes in 
the budget allocations can be taken care of. Another unfortu- 
nate feature is that the fiscal year and school year are not the 
same, though they should be. 

Your budget like others being made up this year, shows an 
increase over last year, but an era of rising prices has an im- 
pact upon the school business similar to that upon all others, 
so that the fact of showing a budget increase need not be taken 
in any way as an indication of extravagance. If Dorset is to 
maintain its schools at a comfortable standard of efficiency, it 
would be difficult to eliminate or cut any items enough to 
make any material difference in the total figure.

Legal voters in Town Meeting and Town: School District in 
the Town of Dorset, State of Vermont, are hereby warned and 
notified to meet at the Playhouse in Dorset, on the 3rd day 
of March, 1953, at the hour of 10 o’clock in the forenoon of 
said day to transact the following buisness: 


Art. 1. To hear the report of the Town Officers and to take 
proper action thereon. 

Art. 2. To elect Town Officers for the ensuing year. To be 
voted on by Australian Ballot. Ballot boxes close at 2:00 P.M. 

Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by tax- 
ation or otherwise to pay the current expenses and indebtedness 
of the Town. 

Art. 4. To see if the Town will accept the provision made 
by law for the payment of taxes to the Town Treasurer. 

Art. 5. To determine by vote the date on which taxes shall 
be payable and what discount, if any, not to exceed four per 
cent, shall be allowed if paid on or before the specified time 
or what interest shall be charged, if any, for delinquency. 

Art. 6. Shall the names of delinquent taxpayers of both Poll 
and Real Estate Taxes be published in the Town Report? 

Art. 7, To see if the Town will vote to have the minutes of 
Town Meeting printed in the Town Report. 

Art. 8. To see what compensation the Town will vote to pay 
its Town Officers. 

_Art. 9. To see what compensation the Town will vote to pay 
the Overseer. 

Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to pay a Selectman 
$500.00 per year to keep records. This Selectman to be the 
one in his second year of office. 

Art. 11. To see if the Town will vote to have its fiscal year 
end on December 31, 1953. 

Art. 12. To see if the Town will vote an appropriation of 
$125.00 for the proper observance of Memorial Day. 

Art. 13. To see if the Town will vote an appropriate sum 
of money not to exceed $300.00 to the East Dorset Fire District 
and Library. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote an appropriate sum 
not to exceed $300.00 to the Dorset Library. 

Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote a sum of $2,000.00 to 
match State Funds at the ratio of 2 parts by the State to 
1 part by the Town on State Aid No. 3 road starting at junction 
of Route 30 in South Dorset in an Easterly direction for im- 
proving and hard surfacing. This requires a tax of 16:5 cents. 

Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote a sum of $2,000.00 
with its attendant tax rate of 16.6 cents to match State 
Funds at the ratio of 2 parts by State to 1 part by Town for 
hardsurfacing a portion of the West Road. 
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Art. 17. To vote by Australian Ballot upon the following 
questions: Shall licenses for the sale of Malt and Vinous 
Beverages be granted in this Town? Shall Spirituous Liquors 
be sold in this Town? 


Art. 18. To vote by Australian Ballot on the following 
questions: Shall Baseball be permitted after 2:00 P.M. on 
Sunday in this Town? Shall Lectures and Concerts be per- 
mitted after 6:00 P.M. on Sunday in this Town? Shall 
Moving Pictures be permitted after 6:00 P.M. on Sunday in 
this Town? 


Art. 19. To vote by Australian Ballot on the following 
question: Will the Town vote to take advantage of the 
Provisions of Chapter 166 of the Vermont Statutes, Revision 
of 1947, and authorize the Selectmen to employ a Town 
Manager. 

Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and 
empower the Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commis- 
sioners. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Australian 
Ballot System for the election of Town Officers. 


Art. 22. Shall the Town vote to adopt Daylight Saving Time 
from the last Sunday in April until the last Sunday in Sep- 
tember of the current year. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 with its attendant tax rate, to be used in co- 
operation with State and Federal Funds for controlling the 
spread of White Pine Blister Rust in the Town of Dorset, Vt. 

Art. 24. What amount, if any, in excess of that required by 
Law shall the Town School District pay for High School 
Tuition? 

Art. 25. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will approve 
the Ordinance to take local control of outdoor advertising 
as granted to any town in Chapter 173, VTS, as drawn up by 
the Selectmen to conserve the value of property, and encourage 
appropriate use of public highways. 

Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to finish the “black 
top” surfacing with the necessary widening and repairing 
of the Hollow Road up to the Hollow Bridge, same to be 
completed in 1953.
